W ashington, March 15.—Two argu­ 
menta were proton toff in the senate yes­ 
terday iii which almost antipodean posi­ 
tions were taken by the two senators. 
Mr. Teller of Colorado in a brief speech, 
m aintained th at the constitution could 
not extend over the territory acquired 
by the United States, while Mr. Turner 
of W ashington elaborately contended 
that the constitution embraeed the ac­ 


q u i r e d territory the very mom ent tho 
United States took perm anent possession 
of it. 
Mr. Teller held that this government 
could make the outlying territory into 
states or coaid hold it as colonists as it 
saw fit. while Mr. T urner m aintained 
that the U nited States could not hold 
Colonies or dependencies. 
Aside from 
the constitutional questions, the two 
senators were in practical agreem ent. 
Both were opposed to the [lending hill 
and both objected to any of the insular 
territory becoming a part of the U nited 
States or any of its inhabitants ci ti Hens 
of the United States. 
The District of Columbia appropriation 
bill was taken up in the house and un­ 
der the latitude allowed, Mr. Adam­ 
son of Georgia, discussed the Nicaragua 
canal; Mr. Cowherd of Missouri, tho 
Philippine question; 
Mr. Howard of 
Georgia, questions relating to the Phil­ 
ippines and the “ open door” policy in 
the orieut, and Mr. Rucker of Missouri, 
the advisability of electing senators by 
the people. 
Mr. Grout of Vermont, in charge of 
th* District of Columbia bill, w hich car­ 
ries $6,808,878, made a general explana­ 
tion of its provision, hut no aet iou was 
tuken. 
A bill was panned to settle the title ta 
real estate in the city of Santa Fe, N. M. 
At th-' beginning of the session of tho 
senate Mr. Jones of Arkansas offered tho 
following which was adopted:

to French ( ousels Asking How 
Many Men Could Be Dis­ 
pensed with if Needed. 


New York, March 15.—A dispatch to 
Tho Journal from Loudon says: 
A private cablegram from an unim­ 
peachable source iii Paris says that the 
minister for the colonies K ilt cipher : 
eablos Werinesday to the governor of 
every French ccdony asking, almost in 
the words of Mr. Chamberlain to the 
British colonial governors, how many 
soldiers were available for immediate 
service. 
M. de Grais sent for a detailed state­ 
ment to each governor an to tho number 
of reservists and colonial forces, lists 
of officers, noncommissioned officers aud 
men. 
The minister’s cables were long and in | 
cipher and w’ere sent all over the world; 
to the colonies in Africa, to Madagascar, 
Tonkin, Guadeloupe,Martinique,French 
Guiana and every French colony on the 
earth. 
It is also said cables of a similar tenor 
were sent to French consuls asking fora 
list of French soldier* in foreign «xmn- 
tries who could return to France in the 
event of their services tieing needed. 
This highly important news is not 
known to any of the London papers and 
probably not to many of those in FYance. 
It will cause a sensation hero when it 
becomes known, for England is. watch­ 
ing with eyes of wonder the prepara- 
thins that her neighbors are making for 
war. 
Coming as it does right after the an­ 
nouncement that the autumn maneuvers 
will bo a demonstration by 200.000 men 
on the English channel, it will cause 
the British war office and admiralty to 
bestir themselves in anticipation of hos­ 
tilities, for it really does begin to look as 
if France meant war. 
France and Russia are working hand 
in hand, and Salisbury’s diplomacy may 
be called upon for supreme efforts if he 
desires to avoid the greatest war the 
world has ever seen.
